Oh Little Town of Bethlehem (Micah 5:2) 
Proposition: There are three essential truths that can be drawn out of 
this prophetic passage concerning this little town that have an 
enormous eternal importance to our lives. 

I. The Definition of Bethlehem (Vs. 2a-b) 

A. Bethlehem points us to the Fullness of God. (Vs. 2a) 

B. Ephratah points us to the Fruitfulness of God. (Vs. 2a) 

C. Judah points us to the Faithfulness of God. (Vs. 2b) 

II. The Description of Bethlehem (Vs. 2b) 

A. Bethlehem is Stated as a Little City (Vs. 2b) 

B. Bethlehem is Situated in a Little Country (Vs. 2b) 

C. Bethlehem is Celebrated for a Little Cradle (Vs. 2b) 

III. The Declaration of Bethlehem (Vs. 2c-d) 

A. The Existence of the Christ of Bethlehem is Declared (Vs. 2c) 

B. The Exaltation of the Christ of Bethlehem is Declared (Vs. 2c) 

C. The Eternality of the Christ of Bethlehem is Declared (Vs. 2d) 
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1) ...lyrics, has it's rood in this ancient passage of Micah chapter 5. 
There are three essential truths that can be drawn out of this 
prophetic passage concerning this little town that have an 
enormous eternal importance to our lives. Notice first... 

2) ...birthplace of the messiah that have significant meaning. 


3) John 6:35 ...I am the bread of life: he that cometh to me shall 
never hunger; and he that believeth on me shall never thirst. 
The fullness of God's salvation in Christ Jesus says that if any 
man hunger they can come find the life giving sustenance. There 
will never be a short supply! 


4) ...shepherds were keeping watch over their flocks grazing on the 
fruitful hills of Bethlehem. Again how fitting that the Lord Jesus 
who produces eternal fruitfulness in the lives of His sheep be 
born in a place known for fruitfulness. Romans 6:22 But now 
being made free from sin, and become servants to God, ye have 
your fruit unto holiness, and the end everlasting life. 

5) Genesis 49:10 The sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor a 
lawgiver from between his feet, until Shiloh come; and unto him 
shall the gathering of the people be. 

6) We ought to praise a faithful God who sent His only begotten 
Son into the world to provide a way to know the fullness and 
the fruitfulness of God ! 


1) ...God often does the biggest things in the smallest of places. J 
Corinthians 1:27-28 But God hath chosen the foolish things of 
the world to confound the wise; and God hath chosen the weak 
things of the world to confound the things which are mighty; 
And base things of the world, and things which are despised, 
hath God chosen, yea, and things which are not, to bring to 
nought things that are: 


2) ...doing and arranges things according to his Sovereign plan and 
purpose! 


3) ...small and insignificant, yet Jesus took it, broke it and 
multiplied it a multitude. There in Bethlehem the bread of life 
was presented in a little cradle, to soon be broken on the cross 
of Calvary to be received by all that will come! 
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1) ...and they must prophesy without any possible error or 
inaccuracy. A study of the book of Micah reveals that indeed, he 
is a prophet of God. So Micah was sent by God with something 
to say to not only the people of his day but yo you and I. What 
was his declaration? 


2) ...of the church world, a figment of religious imaginations. But 
he was a real person. The existence of Jesus is as Ralph Waldo 
Emerson once said, "...not so much written as ploughed into the 
history of the world." The reality of Jesus is seen in the fact of a 
real and actual birth. Jesus was born in and introduced to the 
world from Bethlehem. 

3) ...King of the Jews. Even at his death, Pilot, who found no fault in 
Jesus, hung a sign on the cross stating, "JESUS OF NAZARETH 
THE KING OF THE JEWS." In 1 Timothy 6:15 Paul sums Jesus 
kingship up by saying ...the blessed and only Potentate, the King 
of kings, and Lord of lords; In Revelation Ch 5 we see him 
worshiped by every being in the universe declaring that all 
Blessing, and honour, and glory, and power, be unto him that 
sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb for ever and ever. 


4) ...Eternal in 1 Timothy 1:17. And this eternal King by virtue of His 
substitutional death on the cross and miraculous resurrection 
from the dead, calls you to eternal life.
